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A BILL

FOR AN ACT relating to motor vehicles; to amend section 60-6,227,
Reissue Revised Statutes of Nebraska; to provide for
daytime running lights; to repeal the original section;
and to declare an emergency.

Be it enacted by the people of the State of Nebraska,
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Section 1. Section 60-6,227, Reissue Revised Statutes of
Nebraska, is amended to read:

60-6,227 It shall be unlawful for any person to drive on
any of the highways of this state with only parking lights turned

on. This section does not prohibit the operation of a motor vehicle

equipped with daytime running lights designed by the manufacturer

of the motor vehicle to operate when the engine is running.

Sec. 2. Original section 60-6,227, Reissue Revised
Statutes of Nebraska, is repealed.
Sec. 3. Since an emergency exists, this act takes effect

when passed and approved according to law.
